It is 
not and there is no indication that 
it will be until the Germans have 
been fought to a standstill on their 
own soil, When they have been 
driven over the borders of Belg- 
ium and France it will be time to 
figure on how long it will take to 
bring peace, but not before. If 
peace should come before then it 
will be as a result of conditions or 
through some ageney not as yet 
visible. 

Meanwhile there shou!a be no 
talk or thought of pence if that 
means any lessening of Allied eff- 
ort to win victory in the field. 
That in itself, if it should happen, 
would be a sufficient success for 
the enemy from his peace offensive 
It would still further delay the 
final issue and make the eost of 
final triumph still more stagger- 
ing. There is no delusion among 
the leaders of the nations in this 
respect. They have heard the 
German appeal, but are proceed- 
ing with further and more extend- 
ed war programmes just as if there 
had been no siren voice from Ber- 
lin. 

General Marsh, of the United 
States military administration, an- 
nounces that the present is no time 
to hang. back. Says he; ‘‘The 
maximum resources of the nation 
in men and money must. be hur-
